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CHAPTER 316.

AN ACT to amend 43.25 (1) of the statutes, relating to establishment of public libraries.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do en-act as
follows:

43.25 (1) of the statutes is amended to read:
43.25 (1) Every city of the second, third or fourth class and every village, town,

or county may, * * * establish, equip and maintain a. public library or reading room,
or maintain and support any public library or reading room already established therein,
and may annually levy a tax or appropriate money to provide a library fund, to be used
exclusivc y to maintain such library or reading room; and may enact and enforce police
regulations to govern the use, management and preservation thereof.
